Hon. Richard Tarka Bland died at 
bia borne near Lebanon, Mo., laat 
Thursday morning at 4::)0o'cljck. Mr. 
Bland bad been aiiing for quite awhile, 
but it waa not nctd tbe last few wee ka 
that hia condition was considered ser- 

Mr. Bland returned homo wben Con- 
gress adjourned in Maroh and soon suf- 
fered a reLpae from an attack of grip. 
For two months be bad been confined 
to bia home and his bealtb gradually 



On tbe 3rd of tbla month Mr. Bland 
" "snly grew worse, and nie eons, who 
in school, were summoned jftall, 
ana ior tbe first time tbe public was in 
formed ot bis oritioal oondit-ou.

Mr. Bland waa a native otObiooonn- 
ty, Ky., having been born near Hart- 
ford on August IU, 1835, and was con- 
queotlv nearly 64 years old at the time 
of bis deatb. Mr. Bland lived in this 
oonnty until he waa twenty years eld. 
and taught several terms of school. 
Many of our old citizens remember bim 
well, some of them having been I 
pupils or schoolmates. The old sehr 
house in whioh be taught waa dismantled 
several yeara ago, but tbe spot— about 
aix miles north of Hartford— is atill 
familiar. Mr. Bland attended school 
bere in Hartford at tbe old brick acade- 
my, now occupied by Mr. Louia Ooen- 
tber and family aa a residence. He bad 
a hard struggle for a livelihood wben he 
waa yonng, having been made an or 
pbao at an early age. He was com 
pelled to earn his own living, bnt re 
eeived some assistance from evmrathiz 
ing acqnaintinoea. He worked on i 
farm in summer for his board and £'! 01 
$$ a month, and out ot this money In 
saved enongb to attend school in tbi 
winter. At tbe age of 18 be took s 
teacher's coarse for one year and ob 
tsined a teacher's oertifioate. Then he 
taught two terms of school in this coun- 
ty, and afterwards one term in Wayoe 
oonnty, Missouri. It waa in tbe year 
1855 that be moved to Miuonri. He 
then went to California, and to that 
poi tion of Cub, wbieh ia now Nevada, 
locating at Virginia City as a praotioing 
attorney at law. He was interested in 
mining operations in California and 
and Nevada, and was county Ireaanrer 
of Carson City, Ctah territory, from 
1860 until tbe organization of the Stale 
government of Nevada. Io 1865 be re 
turned to Missouri and located at Rolla. 
Here be practiced law with his brother, 
0. C. Bland, until he removed to Leba- 
ia in August, I860. 

Mr. Bland devoted himself to bis pro- 
fession until he was ohosen to represent 
bia district in the Forty-third Congress. 
He waa re-elected to tbe Forty-fouith, 
Foity-titth, Fottv-Bixth, Forty seventh, 
Forty-eighth, Foity-nintb, Fiftieth, 
F/ity-first, Fifty-second and Fifty- 
tbird Congresses. He failed of re- 
election to the Fifty-fourth Congress, 
but was again elected in 18110 by a ma- 
lty of over itm votes over T. D.
